A BILL ENTITLED

AN ACT concerning

Department of Information Technology — Data Sharing and Integration

FOR the purpose of expanding the duties of the Secretary of Information Technology to

include the permitting of data sharing and integration among certain units of State
government; requiring a certain information technology master plan to include a
certain component and comply with certain security measures relating to data
sharing and integration; requiring certain State units to develop and submit the
priorities of the unit for data integration to the Secretary; requiring each State unit
to submit to the Secretary the unit’s current State government integration efforts;
establishing the Management Intelligence Incentive Fund as a special, nonlapsing
fund; specifying the purpose of the Fund; requiring the Secretary to administer the
Fund; requiring the State Treasurer to hold the Fund and the Comptroller to account
for the Fund; specifying the contents of the Fund; prohibiting the inclusion in the
Fund of money received by certain entities; providing for the investment of money in
the Fund; requiring interest earnings of the Fund to be credited to the Fund,;
exempting the Fund from a certain provision of law requiring interest earnings on
State money to accrue to the General Fund of the State; requiring the Governor to
submit with the State budget certain information about the Fund and projects
supported by the Fund; providing that expenditures from the Fund are subject to
certain budget process limitations; specifying the purposes for which the Fund may
be used; authorizing certain State units to request certain funding from the Fund;
requiring the Secretary to establish certain procedures and prioritize certain criteria
when determining whether to approve a certain request for funding; requiring the
Secretary to submit a certain report on or before a certain date each year to the
Governor, the Secretary of Budget and Management, and the budget committees of
the General Assembly; requiring the Secretary to provide a certain summary report
on or before a certain date each year to the Department of Legislative Services;
defining certain terms; and generally relating to data sharing and integration and
the Management Intelligence Incentive Fund.
